Tokyo, March 7: oa, the course of 
the Budget debate in the rare of 
Representatives, the Foreign Minister 
stated that the United States was re- 
presented “on ‘the Supreme Council 
meeting of May 7, 1919, which had 
discussed the question of Yap Taland, 
but that. she had made no reserva- 
tion.
